A timely recipe of ham and eggs which could 
work out well on Easier menus for parties, luncheons 
and brunches is offered this week hy Mrs. A, E. 
Palmer of 1510 W. 214th St.

Mrs. Palmer's unusual recipe may prove delight­ 
ful fare as a party treat or family dish. She has had 
wide experience as a hostess and has prepared numer­ 
ous dishes for social activities for the Torrance Wo­ 
man's Club for which she serves as philanthropy 
chairman as well as board member for the local YWCA 
and chairman of Sara Circle of the Woman's Society 
of Christian Service of the Methodist Church.

OVEN BAKED HAM AND EGGS 
Make a while .sauce of

4 Tbsp. butler or margarine
4 Tbsp. flour
'/2 tsp. salt
2 cups of milk
Add:
Vt cup melted butter
1 cup bread crumbs
V4 cup melted butctr
6 hard cooked eggs, sliced
1 cup ham (cooked) cut in pieces
1 small can of mushrooms, drained
Faprica

Blend crumbs with the Vi cup of butter. In a 
buttered casserole, place alternate layers of crumbs, 
sliced eggs, ham pieces, mushrooms and sauce. Top 
with crumbs, Bake at 350 degrees for 25 minutes. If 
recipe is made in advance and has been kept in re­ 
frigerator, allow 45 minutes for baking.

If you prefer, you can omit the mushrooms and 
use mushroom soup instead of the white sauce.
